BLACK H ILLS. 


A Route Beset w ith Daneers on 
Eyerj Hand* 
The Tribune has repeatedly warned 
people about seeking to enter the Black 
Hills from the south, as they would be 
compelled to pass through a country 
swarming with Indians, and beset with 
dangers on every hand. Below will be 
found an article clipped from the last 
Sionx City Journal in which is de­ 
tailed the troubles of Frank Stone and 
party. The Yankton party alluded to 
consisted of seven, one of whom was 
killed, one mortally wounded, and the 
remainder braised and wounded as 
represented. 
No such dangers as this will beset 
those who go to the Black Hills via Bis­ 
marck, for they will pass many miles 
north of the agencies and over neutral 
ground. 
The article from the Journal is as 
follows, viz: 
F. W. Stone, a young gentleman from 
New York city, came here on the lOtb 
of September, and on the 12th he, in 
company with two other plucky young 
fellows whom he fell in with here, start­ 
ed out with a mule team, well prpvis- 
ipned and well armed, for the Black 
Hills. Mr. Stone’s party has returned. 
He informs us that he went within fifty 
miles of the ÍBlack Hills, and could h$ye 
gone further had he been so inclined, 
hut under existing circumstances the 
party concluded it would be policy to 
retará. They saw Indians every few 
days, and sometimes the reds made it 
rather unpleasant for the boys, as they 
would hover about them in such uncpm- 
fprtably close proximity as to interrupt 
their forward march and compel the 
party to throw themselves into a defen., 
sive attitude. Mr. Stone says that the*' 
Indians never attacked them during the 
night time, and this he attributes to the 
fact that he had with him two very large 
bounds that would scent the Indians 
afar off, and would keep up a deep bay­ 
ing while they were in the vicinity of 
the camp, 
Mr. Stone and his companions were 
within two and a half miles pf the scene 
.of the fight between the Brule Indians 
and the Yankton party, and sav the 
Yanhton boys after they 
back home. 
They presented an altogether demoral­ 
ized appearance, and every one of them 
bPre soine wound or bruise received in 
the engagement. 
While Mr. Stone’s party were at Nip- 
brara, on their return trip, runners 
came in from Red Cloud’s caiup and re­ 
ported about 3,000 warriers concentrat­ 
ed at that camp, with nearly double 
that number at Spotted Tail’s Agency, 
all of whom were apparently equipped 
for service, and It was believed that 
they intended to make trouble for the 
expedition paities now scattered 
through that country, on their way into 
the Black Hills.

get a law entitling Ux-pay ing women to 
vote, but they had objected. If it was 
in her power to give all the women of 
the country the franchise to morrow, 
.she would not speak the word. She be­ 
lieved in enfranchising a few at a time 
on special subjects in which they were 
interested. In her opinion the suffra 
gists asked too much. They had drawn 
their bow at the sun, and may'probably 
hit the moon. The speaker liked men 
better than she did women. The women 
jbadn’t asked for the franchise rightly; 
'if they bad it would have been granted. 
If they would not declare that they 
jWouid not pay taxes unless permitted 
> to vote, hilt would just ask for thé right 
to vote every time that they pay their 
taxes, they would be more likely to have 
the, privilege accorded tbe.m. If the 
women would only sit Gown by the side 
of the men—they might even sit on one 
of their knees—and ask for their-rights, 
'they would be more likely to receive 
then».

W HAT’S 
DREAM? 
Death of the Eate Bishop Lee. 
A private letter printed in a Boston 
paper relates the following curious cir­ 
cumstance in connection with the death 
of the late Bishop Lee, of Iowa: 
“We have been very anxious the last 
two wráks over the illness of Bishop 
Lee, which terminated in his death on 
Saturday morning. Tbe whole com­ 
munity are saddened by the event. Two 
months ago he got up in the night and 
took a bath, and on returning to bis 
room be made a mistake and stepped off 
a long flight of stairs and landed at the 
loot witb a tremendous crash, as he was 
very heavy, weighing over two hundred 
pounds. It aroused the whole family, 
and Mrs. Lee and Carrie sprang from 
their beds, and lighted each a candle, 
went to see what had happened, and 
found tbe Bishop lying on the floor of 
the entry. He got up, however, with­ 
out'«id, and seemed to have received no 
injury except a few slight bruises,tboügh 
his right hand was a little lamed. 
Mr. H. and myself called on him two 
days after, and while telling us of the 
circumstance of the fall he mentioned 
this coincidence: He bad a letter in his 
hand which he had just received from 
his son Henry, living at Kansas City. 
His son wrote: ‘Are you well? for last 
night 1 hada dream which troubles me. 
I heard a crash, and, standing up, said 
to my wife, ‘did you hear that crash? I 
dreamed that father had a fall and was 
dead.’ I got up and looked at my watch, 
and it was 2 o’clock. I could not sleep 
again, so vivid was the dream.’ And it 
made him anxious to hear from home. • 
Tbe Bp. said he was not superstitious, 
but he thought it remarkable that Henry 
should have had the dream at the very 
hour of the same night that the acci­ 
dent occurred. The difference in tbe 
time here and there is just fifteen min­ 
utes, and it was a quarter past two by 
bis watch, making it at the same mo­ 
ment It was as if he had actually 
heard the fall. And the fall finally 
caused the Bishop’s death. His band 
became intensely painful, and gangrene 
set in, which, after two weeks of suffer­ 
ing, terminated his life. We are none 
of us Spiritualists, as you know, but 
surely facts like these must go far to 
make us realize that there is a basis of 
truth for their hypothesis of spiritual 
faculties resident in man. How did 
Henry Lee become cognizant of the ac­ 
cident of his father?”

mond’s store is, the lot is valued at 
$300; it is worth one thousand with 
the townsite settled. John O’Neill’s 
corner is appraised at $200; with a clear 
title it would sell for $60C1. The lots 
are placed at $75 on all the back streets, 
excepting corners, which are $125. 
These prices ought to be satisfactory to 
all; they are satisfactory to the men who 
have spent money in building, and to 
those in business.. They are as low as 
anybody expected when 
they came 
here; they are lower—much lower. 
It will be the policy of the Company 
to build up the town, and low prices on 
lots will always be given to actual set­ 
tlers. Their business depends upon it; 
the life of the town depends upon it. 
Everything that they can do to build 
up the town will be done, but every­ 
thing can not be done in a day, and 
nothing can be done until title is ob­ 
tained. 
Those who stand* out and refuse to 
join in the petition asked,stand in their 
own light and are taking a course detri­ 
mental to the interests of the entire 
people. Of course they do not see it in 
tbis light, but they will see it. Title 
can never be obtained in the way they 
propose; it can only be obtained through 
those who 
made 
the 
first claim. 
First comes Ceo. W. Sweet, ag.ent for 
the Puget Sound Company, next the 
pre-emptors. When these people are 
out of the way then, and not till then, 
will the claim that the people own it be 
considered. 
If, as the Railroad Company claim 
they are entitled to this land through 
the Puget Sound Company, it is just as 
reasonable to ask them to give a per­ 
centage of their sales from ^djoining 
lands as it is to ask it from the sales of 
lots in the present village. Delay in 
signing the townsite petition docs not 
rob them of their rights—it only with­ 
holds them, but it does rob them and 
every occupant of the advantage that a 
settlement of iho question would give. 
Withdrawing the petition will occasion 
a delay embarrassing to many, annoy­ 
ing to all, and perhaps disastrous to the 
town. It would be a disaster to be 
obliged to move one mile—or half a 
inile.s It would be a disaster to build 
up a rival town on the opposite side of 
the river, or near this. Consider the 
disgrace which has come to Yankton 
through the townsite quarrel there; con­ 
sider the disadvantage that she has la­ 
bored under. All who know anything 
of it, know that capital has been kept 
away; citizens of wealth and refine­ 
ment have been turned away. 
The Bismarck contest is hiving the 
same effect, though the quarrel has not 
yet become a bitter one except on the 
part of the follow who is responsible 
for ii all, and a few of his disciples.

It is diffiealt to understand why a 
third tehn for the Preaipeut of the Uni- 
t^ States is moro objectionable than a 
second term. 
All the reasons that 
can be urged io favor of a second term 
can be urged in favor of a third; all the 
objections that apply to a third term 
can bo urged against a second. 
We have heard much about the liber­ 
ties of the people being wrested from 
them, and of the dire consequences that 
fallow should President Grant be re­ 
elected; but should be be re-elected, we 
apprehend be would give an administra­ 
tion as much better than his second 
term, as his second was better than his 
first. 
No matter how good the man, or how 
creditable his administration, there are 
a class of men whJ^have axes to grind, 
who will always make trouble unless 
the ^stone is turned in their direction. 
This was the case with the lamented 
Lincoln; even George Washington was 
met with criticism on every hand, and 
denounced as a would-be usurper. 
So long as the world stands, a respect­ 
able minority will growl at the conduct 
of the majority; and so long as the 
Republic stands, place hunters and 
scandal mongers will criticise those in 
office, and demagogues will seek to mis­ 
lead the people with false issues. 
The third term issue is not one from 
which Grant will need to shrink; even 
if it is raised by that class of journal­ 
ists who only care to “raise h—1 and 
sell newspapers,” with the whole oppo­ 
sition party and troops of soreheads 
joining in the chorus, for he has ele­ 
ments of strength that will prove invin­ 
cible; that will give him a third term if 
will accept it, in spite of all that can 
be done. 
The principal issue in the campaign 
two years ago, was “one term for the 
President,” but the people voted it down 
and declared in favor of Grant. By a 
vote somewhat similar but still over­ 
whelming, they are likely to declare 
continued confidence in him and in 
favor of a third term, if these are in is­ 
sue in the coming contest. 
Free government will not end, how­ 
ever, with this result attained, but the 
people may consent to rob themselves 
of the luxury of even a second term 
President in the future, and, going to 
the other extreme, adopt the good old 
Greeley doctrine of **One term for the 
President.” 
This would be sensible, but we can 
see no good reason why a President 
should not have a third term as well as 
a secdnd.

Council Blufis was a large city; Oma- 
^ was a naked prairie. Oin^a was 
built op by railroad influence being cast 
in its favor, and Council Blutfe is small­ 
er to-day than it was ten years ago. 
The Railroad Company ea» build. up 
t^e present location; they can build up 
a town a mile from here, or on the op­ 
posite side of the river. They want it 
built here, but unless title can be ob­ 
tained it can’t be built here, and there­ 
fore will not be. 
No man can prove up on this ground 
as a pre-emption, without perjury and 
without violating law; any one man who 
is claimant of a lot and who will tell the 
truth can prevent it. 
The people can not townsite it for the 
corporation^ because there are other 
prior claimants. 1st, Geo. W. Sweet, 
agent for the Puget Sound Company. 
2d, The several pre-emptors who filed 
their claims before the corporation ex­ 
isted, and before the people thought of 
townsiting. 
Eminent lawyers have considered the 
question in all its bearings,and they in­ 
sist that of' the contestants Geo. W. 
Sweet, and only Geo. W. Sweet can per­ 
fect title to this land. This being the 
case, no man who wants to make an io* 
vestment in property that soon will be 
worth one hundred dollars to the front 
foot, should be willing to take title ex­ 
cept through him. 
His rights are so good that if the pe­ 
tition asked for, and which is necessary 
onlf/ under the laws of Dakota,\b witheld, 
the trouble will be prolonged, for it can 
not be settled in any other way. With­ 
holding his rights does not rob him of 
them in the end—no other can come in 
posegsion of them, for the laws of the 
United States guarantee them. 
With the townsite settled, the lots on 
Front Street will be worth from $300 
to $1,000; Raymond’s corner perhaps 
more than that. With the location 
changed three-quarters of a mile, even, 
the lots would not be worth ten dollars 
apiece. It is cheaper for every man on 
the street to pay the price asked for lots 
than to move his buildings—with the 
location charged lots will be no cheap­ 
er, and it costs something to move. 


T H E T O W N S I T E . 
It is to the interest of the Railway 
Company to build up a town here, and 
with the townsite matter settled in their 
favor they can do it; and they will do 
it.

‘Machine shops will be erected hero 
for the Dakota Division; a large hotel 
will be put up by the road, or through 
its influence, and with shops and a suit­ 
able hotel for the accommodation of 
guests, scores of wealthy people will 
spend weeks here instead of stopping 
only over a night, or a day or two, as 
now. 
The advantage of the shops being lo­ 
cated here can scarcely he estimated; 
they are life to any town, and without 
any other resources, a town as large as 
Bismarck now is will draw support from 
one hundred families which will surely 
be drawn here by the location of the 
shops. 
It would be suicidal for the people of 
Bismarck 
not 
to 
settle 
this 
matter this fall. Why? Becauso this 
winter the Territory will be divided,and 
Bismarck will not get the Capitol unless 
we have a place to put it. 
The road will probably be extended 
next season, and if the bill granting 
aid is passed in February, as it probab­ 
ly will be, hundreds of people, with 
hundreds hf thousands of capital will 
prepare to come here that would stay 
away if the townsite matter were not 
gettled.

Permanent buildings for the road, and 
by the people, will be put up, that 
would ni)t ho thought of were the town­ 
site in litigation.

With the townsite aettlod in favor of

A N I M P O R T A N T E S C I S I O N . 
Wasbingtoh, D. C., Oct. 8, 1874. 
Rtgi»ter and Receiver, Fargo, D. T : 
Gbmtlemék:—I have received the Register’s letter 
of the 15tb olt., in which he asks that he may be in­ 
structed on the subject of certain parties claiming to 
have made payments for entries of pnblic land^ to 
Geo. P. Potter, late Receiver, while your office was 
located at Pembina. 
It appears that the parties In these cases claim to 
have made payments for the entries which they de­ 
sired to make to the Receiver, aod to hold receipts 
issued by him for the money, but there is no record In 
the Register’s office to show that the entries were al 
lowed, no return of such entries was male to this of­ 
fice, and the inoney said to have been paid to the late 
Receiver was not accounted for by him and does not 
appear to have been paid Into the Treasury. 
The parties ask that the eutries which they derired 
to make shall now be placed on the records of yonr 
office, and proper returns therefor made to this office, 
the entries to take date trom the time when as the re­ 
ceipts which they c l ^ to hold, show the money was 
paid. 
This course is inadmissable. Parties derirlng to en­ 
ter public lands are required to make their applica­ 
tions therefor, submitting any affidavits or proofs 
which the law or instructions may prescribe to the 
Register; if found satisfactory, and approved by the 
P.eSster, the parties are to proceed with them to the 
Receiver, to whom they are the authority for receiv­ 
ing the money and issumg his receipts for the same; 
on doing so, the parties to return to the Register, 
with the applications and the receipts for the money, 
which are his authority for perfecting the entries on 
his books, and making bis returns therefor to tbis of­ 
fice. In any case where there is no Register acting at 
the time, no applications for entries can be legally al­ 
lowed. If parties under such circumstances pay 
money to the Receiver, or to any one else, they do 
so at their own risk, no entries can be allowed there­ 
for; and they can acquire no legal right to the land 
until after applicaüun is duly made to the Register, 
approved by him, and the money applied regularly in 
payment therefor, as before tóted. 
1 approve the Register’s refusal to place the entries 
desired in these cases on his records. No entries can 
be allowed therein untU the parties make applications, 
and paymento. and othenrise comply with legal re­ 
quirements. as in an original transaction of the 
kind. If the parties, under the eirenmstanoes Indi­ 
cated, made payments to the late Receiver, they mast 
look to him for redress shonldtney suffer loss as a 
consequence. The payments having been irregular­ 
ly made, cannot be reoognixed by this office as giv­ 
ing them an^rifht^to the lands d e ^ d . ^

The Paget Sonnd Compsoy >> dostog 
up tlto bosiness in relation to the Bis­ 
marck townsite, only because no other 
can do it; but the moment title is ob­ 
tained it will be tamed over to the 
Railroad Compay, and the townsite in­ 
terests will be roanaged by them. 


Consider well yonr interests; do not 
surrender your rights; bat do not be 
misled. To sell the Bismarck townsite 
for the people sounds well, but the 
townsite was laid out before the peo­ 
ple came, and almost every one of you 
agreed to buy your lots of Geo. W. 
Sweet, and some you, as Pye did, made 
written application for lots. Geo. W. 
Sweet was first here and laid out this 
townsite, and until he asked the people 
to join in a petition, which is only 
required by the laws of Dakota, not by 
the laws of the United States, every one 
of you, excepting two or three pre-emp- 
tors and their immediate friends, recog­ 
nized his rights. 
Every building put 
up is on lots surveyed by him; every 
stake is testimony that be claimed it as 
a townsite, and your own applications 
evidence that you recognized bis rights. 
But Geo W. Sweet is only attorney, 
witholding your signature does not 
injure him, giving it does not benefit 
him—withholding 
it 
does 
injure 
every man who is on a lot and wants 
title to his property. 


M ere Ijand Grabbing- 
J. J. Hill and D. M. Robbins, of St. 
Paul, are trying to operate quite exten­ 
sively in the land business in this 
country. Jackman has drawn money 
quite largely from Hill, promising him 
the lion’s share of the Bismarck town­ 
site. 'Satisfied, no doubt, that Hackett 
will manage the thing in bis own in­ 
terest if he should get it, they are about 
depositing money with the Surveyor 
General sufficient to survey two town­ 
ships of land on the west side of the 
river. They have already placed some 
script there and expect to take land for 
the money advanced to make the sur 
veys. It seems to be a part of their 
programme to keep things in contest 
here until the road is extended west, 
forcing a chango in location of the 
town to the other side of the river, or 
at least to a point nearer the land they 
are interested in. The “Quails” letter 
to the St. Paul PresSf written by Jack­ 
man, in which he insists the town 
ought never to have been located where 
it now is but on section five, (adjoining 
his claim) is a good thing for the peo­ 
ple to recall just now. This man has 
kicked up all the row that has been 
made at Bismarck about the townsite, 
and while he was fighting one set of 
Land Garbbers, as he plaimed, and was 
slandering every person supposed to be 
connected or in sympathy with them, 
it seems he has been acting for another 
set. Indeed he came here with men to 
grab the townsite—some of whom be 
agreed to pay fifty dollars a month, and 
came on information that he received 
while employed in the engineer depart­ 
ment of the Railroad Company; acting 
on information that by any honorable 
man would have been held sacred; but 
he betrayed them, and the prolonged 
townsite 
quarrel grew out of bis 
treachery. J. J. Hill is the man who 
has gobbled up the timber lands along 
the St Paul & Pacific road, and is run­ 
ning the wood ring at St. Paul.

as a handkerchief, tell the story of raw 
papers and lobberly towns at once. 
They are as insignificant as horse bills 
on the door post. 
The paper is a “lob­ 
lolly,” and the place is a country village 
just raised above the mud and stumps 
of primeval 
woods. 
He 
expects 
to find the editor alluding to other 
editors by name, retailing private jokes, 
puffing Tom’s chickens and Dick’s baby, 
and inviting gifts of any good thing 
that happens to be in season. 
The pa­ 
per is little more than concentrated 
gossip, and could not live except in a 
village where everybody knows every­ 
thing about everybody else. As ou 
observer notes changes in the town, 
be finds cuts disappearing; advertise­ 
ments compactly “set up” and frequent­ 
ly changed; long lines of brief announce­ 
ments which merely hint some point of 
business, but enough in the terse atten­ 
tion and ready sharpness of a busy 
public to tell all that is necessary; and 
most significant of all be finds notices 
of meetings, political, social or religi­ 
ous, appearing in their proper place as 
advertisements and not as items of 
local news. “There is a city,” be says, 
“active, busy and wide-awake.” 
He 
might be mistaken, but is he ? Does 
anybody know of a paper like this that 
does not grow in such a place ? The 
fVill development of the paper and ite 
relations to a town is reached, when it 
can make “business” of all that should 
be “business;” when matters of 
gen 
eral interest 
like bther . 
paper is regarded pr^isely the same to 
its'patrons that a dry go^s store or 
grocery is; when the publisher is placed 
on the same level as the carpenter and 
the blficksmith, and paid as they are for 
what he does. A “church social” ex­ 
pects gratuitous notices that would cost 
five dollars as 
advertisements, and 
thinks, them amply paid for with a bowl 
of cold oyster soup or a saucer of 
strawberries. If a carpenter should be 
asked to bring a load of boards and saw 
them up, plane them and make a table 
of them for the meeting, would anybody 
think of paying him with cold victuals, 
or thanks? Hardly. The publisher does 
as much in p different way.. Religious 
gatherings concern the public not at all, 
as news, and if it be deemed worth 
while to notify the public of them, they 
should pay for the notice. When a pa­ 
per has reached the stage in which no­ 
body expects to do gratuitous advertis­ 
ing for. particular advantage, and never 
thinks Of claiming something for noth­ 
ing, it has reached its full growth, and

Those persons who are engaged in 
making an indiscriminate war apOa the 
railroad intarests of the No^weat 
would do well to step and considiw for 
a while the result of their undertak­ 
ings so far, before going fmrther in that 
direction. What advantage has been 
gained? Is. the State any better off 
than it was two years ago, before actual 
hostilities comm«nced growing out of 
this struggle? Is business more pros­ 
perous—money more plenty—have the 
prices of our staple products increased 
in value? Is Our condition as a State 
any better financially, socially and po­ 
litically? 
One thing is certain, that in some 
respects we are worse off than we were 
two years ago. Then capital was flow­ 
ing freely into the State, seeking in­ 
vestment—new lines of railroad were 
being projected out into our frontier to 
meet the growing wants of newly es­ 
tablished communities—commercial fa­ 
cilities were extended for the sake of 
inviting settlement rather than to sup­ 
ply existing needs. Our frontier was 
placed on terms of easy communication 
with the business centres, and our bus­ 
iness centres felt' a^uick and warm 
sympathy with the frontier. A health­ 
ful activity prevailed everywhere. In 
all departments of industry—the soil 
produced in abundance—good prices 
were obtained, and prosperity was gen­ 
eral to all classes, ft would not do, 
however, to have things always remain 
in this condition. A discovery was 
made. It was found all at once that 
capital was becoming terribly oppres­ 
sive to our laboring interests. The cry 
of monopoly was raised. The railroads 
were oppressing the farmers of the 
country. We have noticed that this 
discovery has always been made in pla 
ces already well supplied with railroad 
facilities, and by persons who are not 
farmers either. 
The wornout poli­ 
ticians of the country—men of baffled 
hopes and uncertain fortunes, have been 
most active in this enterprise. Indeed 
the alleged sufferers have bad but little 
to say in the matter. They have acted 
pretty handsomely considering the tale 
of wrong which has been constantly 
sounding in their ears. They have been 
told that they were the victims of an 
unholy conspiracy to divest them of 
their rights, and to drive them into Ut­ 
ter bankruptcy. We are happy to note, 
however, that the political demagogues 
who have been spreading broadcast their 
pernicious doctrines are losing caste 
with the intelligent farmers of this 
State. The war which has been made 
upon the railroads of the Northwest 
has already cost us millions, and if per­ 
sisted in will cost us many millions 
more. Wo must have railroads if we 
would have development. Agriculture 
cannot be maintained in the absence of 
commercial facilities. Farmers will not 
raise an article which they cannot sell. 
Inasmuch as nature has not supplied us 
with the necessary commercial advan­ 
tages we must depend upon railroads to 
supply the want. 
Wo must either call 
in the people now engaged in farming 
ou the frontier, or else extend relief to 
them in the shape of roads. Can we 
expect capitalists to build roads in the 
face of an opposition which is virtually 
confiscation?___________
